Hore at hone, while we ati) have no right to be complacent 
about the situation, we are evare of the dangers of subversive 
Coammnion, In the United States, measures have been taken to deprive 
the Commniats of their respectability. They are namericslly too 
woak to invade our legislative bodies. 

But in some of the other free countries that are in a less 
advantageous position than we to perceive the danger, the camuniats 
have built up a series of camouflaged organiautionss or have pene~ 
trated a whole series of existing organisations, many of vhich 
originally had # reputation for respectabliity. Aas thésa “fronts. 
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sobleve any measure of success among our allies and friends in the 
Feee World, they in turn have an impact on cur own security position,

The Communist World federation of Trade Unions is disperasd 
through eome 57 countries of the non-Comuniat world, ite officers 
representing Italy, France, tho Netherlands, India, French West Africa, 
the USGR, Cessmmist China, Mexico, Brasil, Indoneala, Cuba, Last 
Germany, Czechoslovakia, and Humania., In many of these countries 
the WET controls the most important trade unions. Of course, bebind 
the Iron Curtain, there are no free trade unions whatever. 

The World Peace Oouncil supports seesingly Inncoant object ves 
having to do with peace and disarmament which deceive a large number 
of geod citizens even in this country. Yet thia Council fa nothing 
wat o Conunist plot, spesrheaded fron Koscow, a part of a syaten 
dedicated to aims which are disnetrically opposed to the purposes it 
advertises. The World Posow Council is in fact an instrument to 
pave the way for aggressive wer. 

Materslly the Soviet have not overlooked the wast Importance 
of women's depanientions: Hare they support the Woman's Internatimal 
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Denoaaratio Federation which pretends to stand for the eradication af 
Yaselemy collaboration for bexce; defence of political, economic, 
legal, ond soolal righte of women; the safeguarding of public health 
with portionlar referanas to childrens and the preservation of 
social conditions suitable te the physiesl, moral, and intellectual 
development of the Young. But thie partiowler *front® has never 
deviated in any respect fron the Communist Line. I aust cost the 
Commnist some aix million dollars a your to run this organisation, 
It ie interesting to contrast thins expenditure with the fact that 
the Soviet han act to this date contributed & penny to the United 
~~ Hath one International Children's Suergency Fant, 

in wy opinion the facts 1 have given hore should be spread 
abroad. Naturally, the Comumiata do all they can to conceal their 
connections vith these front organisations, They should not, be 
allowed to got away with this hoax and deception. 

We all want peuue and the reduction of armauents, the exter 
Slon of benefits to the underprivileged, and sn end to old-fashionel 
colonialism and the like. The Comumists are playing the rather 
unique game of denying these principles everyviwre in the ephere of 
thelx control and at the ease tima deluding people eleevhere into 
believing that they, the Communiste, are tho real defenders of thers 
Prinaiples in the free countries of the world.
